(Co ntinued fro m Pa g e 1 ) 
trocardiogram machine stolen from a nearby 
hospital. 
Patterned after two similar efforts by New 
York City police, the fencing operation was 
primarily the brainchild of Police Lt. Robert 
Arscott and F B I Agent Robert Lill, both of whom 
were bothered by a mounting list of unsolved 
thefts of office equipment. 
They moved their agents into an abandoned 
warehouse in Northeast Washington, and, with 
the six agents posing as out-of-town syndicate 
members, began buying stolen goods last Sep­ 
tember with funds obtained from their own 
departments, the Treasury Department and the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration. 
W7ith few exceptions, the undercover agents 
accepted only items with serial numbers that 
could be traced, and a videotape recording was 
made of each sale, officials said. Sometimes 
they reported, the automobiles of those whc 
came to do business stretched out so far that they 
blocked the doorways of neighboring warehouses 
and disrupted traffic. 
According to Arscott, suspicions sometimes 
arose, but the undercover agents skated through 
them. “ One time a guy came in and said ‘I hear 
you’re cops.’ So our man said ‘Yeah, we’re cops, 
now what are you selling.’ And the man sells 
them a gun.” 
The culminating “ bust” on Saturday night was 
set up when “ Pasquale” put out the word he was 
having a party at the warehouse to celebrate the 
venture’s success — and that a big Mafia boss 
from New York would attend. 
The 
response 
was 
nothing 
short 
of 
phenomenal, 
police said. The “ guests” — all 
of whom had done business with the agents — 
arrived in limousines and other luxury cars, and 
many wore tuxedos. 
One of the agents,“ Pasquale Larrocca,” met 
each at the door. 
Then the guest would be escorted to meet “ Don 
Corleone,” who sat quietly in a corner and 
bestowed his blessing. Some guests even kissed 
his ring. 
Next, as the Don — actually Police Sgt. Carl 
Mattis — smiled sweetly, Pasquale would say 
“ Before you go in to the party, I have a really 
funny thing to tell you. You’re under arrest.” 
Those arrested at the warehouse were hustled 
into an adjoining building and chained to a beam 
before being transported to jail. Others were 
rounded up at their homes and elsewhere. 
And their, reaction? “ Abrupt shock,” said 
Arscott.

HARRISBURG — With taxpayer 
spending scheduled to increase to 
more than $5 billion some citizens 
are asking: why can’t we cut back 
spending instead of constantly in­ 
creasing it9 
The answer runs something like 
this: 


Budgetary defenders, as in the 
case of Governor Shapp’s proposed 
$5.04 
billion 
spending 
blueprint, 
invariably say: “ You tell us where 
Jo cut: where do we start without 
chipping away at this or that 
essential service?” 


This limping line of conventional 
bureaucratic thinking is absurd — 
for obviously, if budgetary cutting is 
to be the order of the day, something 
has to be “ chipped” and some of the 
great “ service” provided by the 
state is going to be nipped. 
What other way is there to cut? 
One of the -greatest stumbling 
blocks 
is 
what 
constitutes 
the 
“ essential 
service” 
to 
which 
bureaucrats continually refer. 


What one may regard as an 
essential service, another person 
may 
not — 
which 
leaves 
the 
bureaucratic 
hierarchy 
in

position of making the final deter­ 
mination. 


For example: 
Should 
the 
billion-dollar-plus 
spending for public education be cut 
back? 
To the devotees of education such 
a thought is tantamount to treason. 
Should 
overall 
public 
welfare 
spending — again in the billion * 


dollar - plus strata — be sharply 
curtailed? 
To the social service partisans, the 
more suggestion produces wails of 
horror and aghastment. 
Multiply these by the horde of 
other state services on the “ critical” 
list and you have the answer as to 
why 
both 
the 
executive 
and 
legislative branches shy away so 
fiercely from drastic buduet cutting. 
The past decade has produced an 
unparalleled upsurge in the spen­ 
ding of Commonwealth taxpayer 
monies at the public trough. During 
an era of economic prosperity, that 
tax bite wasn't too monumental and 
produced only a passing glance from 
the average taxpayer. 
Today the picture has changed. 
The former economic prosperity has 
faltered; the tax load has reached 
the point where it's cutting into that 
once easy-to-reach vacation 
A dozen years ago Pennsylvania’s 
general fund expenditures 
were 
merely hovering around the one- 
billion-dollar mark. 
Governor Shapp in his current 
budget has $5.04 billion in general 
fund expenditures alone. 
But regardless of what His Ex 
cellencv proposes or insists on, the 
legislative branch has the final say. 
Lawmakers have it within their 
constitutional power to cut the fiscal 
ears off anything they deem ad­ 
visable. 
Certainly there are screams from 
program partisans when budgetary 
cutbacks are made — but by the 
same token taxpayers are beginning 
to scream too.

If you drive to work 
because you must carry 
bulky tools, equipment, 
instruments,

may be able to qualify for 
the last time on your ’75 
return from the “ liberal” 
1RS rule under which you 
can deduct the entire cost 
of the commute to work. 
T his rule permits you 
to deduct the total cost of 
driving to and from work 
if 
you 
used 
the 
car 
primarily because you 
had to carry the bulky 
equipment, 
AND 
you 
wouldn't have used the 
car to drive to work “ but 
for” the fact that these 
bulky items had to be 


transported to work. 
But starting in ’76, the 
IR S is dropping this “ but 
for” rule and substituting 
what is known as the 
“ additional 
expense” 
test. T his new test will 
bar most of you from 
claiming the same car- 
expense deduction next 
year 
that 
you 
are 
claiming for 1975 under 
the old rule. 
In 1976, the IR S will let 
you 
deduct 
only 
the 
“ additional” expense you 
incur to carry the tools, 
in 
whatever way 
you 
travel to and from work. 
As the IR S itself explains 
it: 
A taxpayer spent $2 per 
dav to commute to and 


from 
work 
by 
public 
transportation before the 
taxpayer had to carry 
necessary 
work 
im­ 
plements. When he had to 
carry the implements to 
and from work, it cost 
him $3 per day to drive a 
car and an additional $5 
per day to rent a trailer 
in which the implements 
were carried. 
(1) Since the taxpayer 
meets the “ but for” test, 
the full $8 per day can be 
deducted for 1975. T he 
same expenses incurred 
after ’75 can be deducted 
only up to $5 per day (the 
“ additional” expense for 
the trailer). 
(2) Or say the taxpayer 
used the car trunk for his 


tools and didn’t need a 
trailer. He then could 
deduct $3 per day in ’75 
but

T he marketbasket total 
at the checklist store was 
down during February in 
12 of the cities surveyed, 
with an average drop of 
2.7 per cent.

found the marketbasket 
total had declined at the 
checklist store in every 
city, down an average of 
just over 4 percent.

If you in any way meet 
the “ additional expense” 
test for ’75 and not the old 
“ but for” test', you can 
deduct your expenses. 
If you spend money 
seeking a 
job in 
'75, 
you’ve been hit by a 
change in rules. T he IR S 
says that you can deduct 
the cost of seeking em­ 
ployment in your same 
trade 
or 
business, 
no 
matter whether you get 
the job or not. But you 
can’t deduct the cost of 
seeking employment in a 
di f fer ent 
trade 
or 
business even if you get 
the job. 
Say a college instructor 
pays 
an 
employment 
agency fee to get a new 
post as an instructor in 
another college: he can 
deduct the fee. But if he 
paid a similar fee to get a 
job

poration, he can’t deduct 
that fee under the new 
rules.

Double insulation 
is best safeguard 


By ANDY LANG

No matter how many 
safeguards 
manufac­ 
turers devise to protect 
the users of electrical 
tools and equipment, no 
matter how stringent the 
requirements of elec­ 
trical codes and building 
regulations, there always 
are some persons who 
find ways to circumvent 
them. 
Three-pronged 
plugs 
on portable power tools 
enjoyed 
a 
wave 
of 
popularity a few years 
ago because they seemed 
to provide a form of 
automatic 
grounding. 
Which they did — but 
only when used properly 
in outlets with a special 
threewire 
ground 
con­ 
ductor. So people began 
cutting off the third 
prong of the plug to make 
it fit into a two-slot outlet 
or using an adapter and 
neglecting to ground it. 
The current effort to 
protect users of portable 
electric tools and ap­ 
pliances against them­ 
selves is through what is 
usually 
called double 
insulation or shockproof 
or safety housing. Tools 
so protected usually have 
the conventional 
two­ 
pronged plugs and thus 


can be used in ordinary 
outlets. This has worked 
wonders in preventing 
accidents 
because of 
short circuits. But, in a 
few cases, it doesn’t 
provide 100 per cent 
protection against ALL 
electrical hazards. Users 
are warned that double 
insulated 
equipment 
should not be grounded, 
since an improper wiring 
connection could make 
exposed metal parts live. 
No matter how remote 
the possibility of a shock 
with a double insulated 
tool or appliance — and it 
is 
remote 
— 
it 
is 
foolhardy not to read the 
instructions that come 
with the unit. 


Another 
development 
designed 
to 
prevent 
trouble is the ground 
fault 
interrupter. 
If 
there’s a shock-causing 
ground fault condition in 
electrical equipment or 
wiring, the device in­ 
terrupts the circuit and 
cuts off the current. It 
has been so effective that 
the National Electrical 
Code has mandated its 
use in bathrooms and 
outdoor 
receptacles, 
places where dangerous 
electrical 
shocks are 
likely to occur.
